O. S. of 
an Apoplexy, in the ¢8th Year of his Age. He was de- 
{cended from the old Princes of Circaflia, had the Re- 
putation of being a true Patriot, and was equally efteem- 
ed by the Emprefs his Miftrefs and beloved by her Sub- 
jects. He has left an only Daughter, whom he recom- 
— in the moſt tender manner to her Imperial Ma- 
jefty. 

Private Letters from Stockholm intimate, that it is 
very doubtful whether the Duke of Holftein will acce 
the Succeflion or not. That as there is a Clauſe in t 
Capitulation by which the Crown is declared Hereditary 
in the Houfe of Holftein, it is thought his Royal High- 
nef; vail refign his Pretenfions in favour of his Uncle the 
Biffiop of Lubeck. Some who pretend tobe in the Se- 
cret of Affairs fay, the laft-mentioned Prince will foon 
go to Stockholm from Entin, and that it is on this ac- 
count the Apartments in the Palace are new furnifhed. 

Ail the Mivitary Preparations in Denmark are carried 
on with exceflive Earneftnefs ; and it is daily expeéted at 
Copenhagen, that an Embargo would be laid, in order 
to procure Tranfports for invading Sweden. 

The Emperor has declared by a new Refcript, That
